Emil Seidel, former Socialist mayor 
of Milwaukee, spoke last night before 
a large audience at the College of 
j Music, his subject being 
“Socialist 
Rule in Milwaukee.” 
Mr. Seidel opposed the statement 
that Socialism would 
destroy 
the 
home, the family and the church, and 
declared that capitalism itself is do­ 
ing that very thing. He told how the 
Socialists first broke into politics in 
Milwaukee, when a fair sized 
mass 
meeting consisted of twenty persons, 
and how the movement had 
grown 
until it finally acquired full political 
power there. 
“When they gained control of the 
city the Socialists had three primary 
objects in view,” said 
the 
speaker. 
“First, to reorganize all the depart­ 
ments of the city government and con­ 
solidate departments that were dupli­ 
cating work in a senseless and extrav­ 
agant manner; 
second, 
lo 
create 
standards of efficiency in the city gov­ 
ernment and to see that each depart­ 
ment met the standard set; and third. 
to work out the social and economic 
problems of the city for the benefit of 
the people instead of for the benefit of 
Big Business.” 
Many illustrations were given show­ 
ing how’, according lo Seidel, each of j 
these objects was accomplished. 
Seidel declared that 
the 
present 
form of society permits the weak to 
go down first, and said the Socialistic 
society would prevent this. He showed 
how a strike was regulated under the 
Socialist regime in Milwaukee to the 
entire satisfaction of all parties, with­ 
out a particle of violence, 
and 
com­ 
pared this case with some in Colorado, 
Calumet, West Virginia, 
and 
some 
other 
places. 
He closed 
with 
the 
statement that “as all industries now 
demand collective work, so that an in­ 
dividual cannot own his 
own 
tools, 
they should all be owned collectively, 
so that no private master should have 
the power of taking from a man his 
job.” 
After the lecture Seidel spent a few 
minutes 
answering 
questions, 
the 
most timely one being in regard to the! 
Mexican situation. 
Seidel stated that! 
he was more interested in the war in 
Colorado than in the Mexican war, be­ 
cause he considered the altitude of 
the United States in regard to the fir­ 
ing of salutes of little consequence, 
and felt that Americans who held pri­ 
vate property and residence in Mexi­ 
co should do so ut their own risk.

Em il Seidel, former Socialist may or 
of M ilwaukee, spoke last nig ht before 
a larg e audience at the Colleg e of 
| Music, his subject being 
“ Socialist 
| Rule in M ilwaukee.”

Mr. Seidel opposed the statem ent 
I that 
Socialism 
would 
destroy 
the 
; home, the fam ily and the church, and 
j declared that capitalism itself is do­ 
ing that v ery thing. 
He told how the 
Soeialists first broke into politics in j 
M ilwaukee, when a fair sized

m eeting consisted of twenty persons, |

Fig s, berries, oliv es, citrus 
fruits 
and walnuts iu the county will be 100 
per cent normal in quantity this y ear, 
according to Roullard. 
In the April report of Deputy State 
Horticultural 
C om m issioner 
George 
P. W eldon, on the fruits of the state 
of California, 
crop 
conditions 
are 
known to be much less iav orable than 
t,Uey were a few w eeks ago, and the 
phenomenal dropping seem s to hav e 
been 
g eneral 
throug hout the 
state, 
i'lie state report is 
com piled 
from 
the reports of the different county 
com m issioners. 
Thre e Caus e s 
Three g eneral causes are assig ned 
for the dropping, the drought of two 
y ears, the hot w eather in the middle 
of March and th e cold, w ith frost 
which followed. W hile Fresno county 
bad som e hot 
w eather 
in 
March, 
there w as no frost w hatev er, and only 
on one or two occasions did the tem ­ 
perature drop to any thing near the 
freezing point. 
W hile the state reports show that 
drought had som ething to do w ith the 
drop, it is asserted that its effect w as 
not sev ere for the drop in irrig ated 
orchards is alm ost as heav y as in the 
unirrigated. 
Among t.lie fruits w hich hav e su f­ 
fered m ost heav ily are prunes, and in 
the heav iest producing section, 
the 
Santa Clara Valley , the crop is lig ht­ 
er in proportion than in any other 
section.

Large Crop of Cots 
Apricots in m ost of the heav y pro­ 
ducing sections, sav e only Solano and

Beaches in m ost section s of tbe San 
Joaquin Valley w ill hav e larg e y ields, 
with Kings, a g reat canning section, 
leading w ith a percentag e of 120 lor 
canning, dry ing and shipping peaches.

DEDICATED 


Kins Edward VII Galleries Are 


Opened to London Public; 


Royalty Present 


LONDON, May 7 —The new million 
dollar “back door” of the British Mu­ 
seum, on Montague Place, was for­ 
mally declared open today by King 
George and several acres of galleries 
containing national treasures, which 
owing to lack of space for exhibition, 
have been lying in storage, are now 
accessible to the public. The King 
Edward VII Galleries, 
as 
the 
new 
building is called, forms part of the 
extension scheme which is to give the 
museum the entire 
block 
bounded 
by 
Russell 
and 
Bedford 
squares, 
Great-Russell street, llloombury street 
and Montague Place, at a cost of be­ 
tween three and four million dollars. 
The ground, as might 
be 
gathered 
from the names of the streets, is part 
of the Duke of Bedford’s Bloomsbury 
estate, and cost $1,000,000, while the 
galleries opened today cost a similar 
sum to construct. 
The king, accompanied by Queen 
Mary and several carriage loads 
of 
members of their staff, 
drove 
from 
Buckingham Place w ithout escort, and 
the only military display 
was 
that 
provided by the local volunteer regi­ 
ment, Central London Rangers, which 
supplied a guard of honor. Stringent 
police precautions were taken to pre­ 
vent interference by the militant suf­ 
fragettes who threatened to march 
from their headquarters on Kings way, 
only a short distance from the muse­ 
um, to petition the king. The royal 
party having 
pressed 
the 
button! 
throwing open the great doors, pro­ 
ceeded to inspect the galleries and 
exhibits, which include many valuable 
paintings, prints, drawings, etc., and 
the overflow from the ever-increasing 
library, now the largest in Europe. 
The building has a frontage of 386 
feet and like 
the 
original 
building 
which it backs, has a facade of twrenty 
huge Ionic columns, Hanked by two 
3110-foot towers. Tho work was 
com­ 
menced seven years ago, John J. Bur­ 
net being the architect, while 
Sir 
George Frampton is responsible for 
thestatuary.

Improvement 'Said to Be Due to 


Change in the Range 


Conditions 


The authorizations of the Secretary 
of agriculture for all tho 
national 
forests show a net increase for 
the 
season of 1914 of 33,120 cattle and 
horses, GUO swine and 346,598 sheep 
and goats over the numbers author­ 
ized for the season of 1913, says the 
Los Angeles Examiner. 
These increases, according to 
of­ 
ficial statement, are the direct result 
of improvement in range conditions 
on the national forests through gov­ 
ernment regulation. 
The total num­ 
ber of livestock authorized for 1914 
are 1,819,119 cattle and horses, 65,- 
546 swine, and 8,867,906 sheep 
and 
goats. 
On the California national forests 
grazing applications will be received 
for 207,612 cattle and 
horses, 
8490 
swine and 521,490 sheep and goats, 
which is a substantial increase over 
the authorizations for 1913.

Such is Conclusion of Woman 


Explorer, Who Places Data 


With Geographers 


L atest to affirm that the earliest in­ 
habitants of tho American continent 
came from Asia, Mrs. Harriet Chalmer 
Adams, an American woman explorer, 
has communicated lier conclusions to 
the National Geographic 
Society 
at 
Washington. 
Mrs. Adams recently re­ 
turned to the United 
States 
from 
Asia, where she made a study of the 
peoples from Siberia to Sumatra. 
“This 
earliest 
immigration,” 
she 
says, "w as at a very remote period, for 
our prehistoric monuments point to an 
indigenous culture. 
A branch of an 
old world race, these ‘early Americans’ 
evolved to their highest civilization on 
new world soil.” 
Mrs. Adams is confident that a closer 
study of Hie Indo-Chinese branch of 
the yellow race, the Malay, Chinese, 
and Tibetan, as compared to America’s 
prehistoric civilization, will shell new 
light on the problem of tracing 
the 
original American. 
Although savants 
are said to agree that America was 
peopled by way of tho northwest, Mrs. 
Adams doubts 
that 
all 
Americans 
came this way. 
Jn the 
Philippines, 
Mrs. Adams saw lfugaos warriors who 
resembled Aymara chiefs of the An­ 
dean highlands. 
“This is not strange when we class 
the lfugaos us Malays of the Indo-Chi­ 
nese branch of the yellow race and be­ 
lieve that ancient America was peo­ 
pled from Asia,” declares Mrs. Adams. 
“Not only among certain Malay moun­ 
tain tribes, hut also iii western China 
was I constantly reminded of ‘things 
Americ,’ but never among people of a 
low grade of civilization, only when 
among people of ancient lineage. 
In 
olden days, great war canoes were 
paddled by many oarsmen from one 
South Sea island to another. 
It seems 
likely that iii this fashion men set sail 
from the Malay peninsula, with their 
wives and children, food, 
household 
goods and domestic animals aboard, 
and, aided by wind and tide*, reached 
the Promised Land, some palm-fringed 
isle in the tropic sea.” 
Mrs. Adams has records 
of 
many 
small boats 
that 
apparently 
were 
blown across the Pacific, one of them 
a Japanese fishing boat, which landed 
its unwilling immigrants on Califor­ 
nian soil two years ago.

of the Duke of Bedford’s Bloom sbury 
estate, and cost $1,000,000, w h ile the 
g alleries opened today cost a sim ilar 
sum to construct. 
The king, accom panied by Queen 
Mary and several carriag e loads 
of 
m em bers of their staff, 
drove 
from 
Buckingham Place w ithout escort, and 
the only m ilitary display 
w as 
that 
provided by the local volunteer reg i­ 
ment, Central London Rang ers, which 
supplied a guard of honor. String ent 
police precautions w ere taken to pre­ 
vent interference by the m ilitant suf­ 
frag ettes w ho threatened to march 
from their headquarters on K ing sw ay , 
only a short distance from the m use­ 
um, to petition the king. The roy al

Resolution for Paving La Habra

Under 
an 
ordinance voted favor­ 
ably upon by the Hoard of Supervi­ 
sors yesterday, w agons, buggies and 
carts traveling the highw ays at night 
m ust bear tw o lights, a w hite light 
In front and a red light at the rear, 
each w ith ordinary atm ospheric con­ 
ditions visible SOU feet away. 
The state law m akes it illegal for 
motor vehicles to travel at night w ith­ 
out lights.

against invasion. The enemies against 
which a trained corps of 
men 
are 
fighting are animal, bird, insect and 
vegetable pests. 
Mrs. 
Charles 
W. 
Morse, whose pet ants were adjudged 
“undesirable” was the 
most 
recent 
sufferer by the regulation. 
The most 
classic of all ex amples is the English 
sparrow. 
But since 19 05, the govern­ 
ment has strong weapons in q uaran­ 
tine laws passed that y ear, to pre­ 
vent introduction of undesirable liv­ 
ing things. 
The most destructive pest ever in­ 
troduced into the United States is the 
gy psy moth. 
It was in 
1S09 
that 
Trouvelet, an astronomer at Harvard 
University and an amateur entomo­ 
logist of note, conceived the idea of 
breeding a hardy worm which would 
revolutionize the silk industry . 
He 
imported some 
gy psy 
moths 
from 
France, ex pecting to cross them with 
some native species. 
One day he left 
a window in his Medford home open. 
When he returned a mass of eggs laid 
by his gy psy visitors hud disappeared 
—apparently it had blown out of the 
window. 
At this point 
Trouvelot’s 
ex peri­ 
ments ceased. 
But their results did 
not. 
They are still with us and have 
cost the country millions of dollars. 
New England has been the hardest 
sufferer. For twenty y ears the gy psy 
moth attracted no attention. 
People 
of Medford, Mass., wondered at the 
destruction of their trees, but 
the 
damage remained local. 
Then, sud­ 
denly , the pest spread. 
Since then 
bitter warfare lias been waged against 
it, and the victory is not y et won. The 
New England 
states 
alone 
spend 
spend thousands in the light. 
A great many people 
innocently 
bring home curios, plants and animals 
that are active agents of 
mischief. 
Hundreds of people have attempted to 
bring into the country as a curiosity 
the Australian fly ing fox . 
Unknown 
in the United States these overgrown 
bats, which oftentimes measure five 
feet across the wings are Australia’s 
greatest pests. 
They ruin many or­ 
chards in their habitat. 
The mongoose is another creature 
which individuals persist in try ing to 
import. 
Rudy art Kipling wrote inter­ 
estingly 
about 
Rikki-tikki-tava, 
in

| began fighting them. 
Still another in­ 
stance of pests was the introduction 
of rabbits in Australia. 
They 
were 
originally brought to the island to fur­ 
nish early settlers with sport. 
How 
ex pensive that sport is didn’t appear 
until the bunnies had overrun the is­ 
land. 
The government has spent mil­ 
lions fighting the pest, without having 
apparently reduced the number in the 
least. 
j 
The great danger about importing 
; any kind of animal or bird or insect 
is that environment may change them 
‘ completely . 
They may be perfectly 
proper things in their native haunts 
but horribly misehevious in their new 
surroundings. 
Biologists can’t predict 
their habits. 
It is a fact, 
however, 
that a great majority of the pests in­ 
troduced here have been vastly more 
destructive in America than they 
Av ere 
abroad. 
They are freed from natural 
! enemies—the 
natural 
“balance” 
is 
, lost—they find a longer summer breed­ 
ing season and the larger scale 
on 
| which American agriculture is 
con­ 
ducted does not permit as readily of 
i restrictive measures as do the limited 
holdings and intensive cultivation of 
Europe. 
Europe, it should be 
men­ 
tioned, has also suffered from pests 
| sent to its shores from America, al- 
; though for some curious reason na­ 
tive American pests do not seem to 
thrive in 
their 
transplanted 
state 
abroad. 
One notable ex ception, how- 
! ever, is the phy llex era, a grape vine 
disease, introduced in France in 18 59, 
! which

viney ards 
there. 
The San Jose scale, a pest of

The present and m ost pronounced 
purpose of my chats has been 
ac- 
f'omplished. 
It is reliably 
rum ored 
th at good offers are being made to 
growers for pits and dried fruit. 
Of­ 
fers of 8 cents to 10% cents more re­ 
cently are reported from the north; 
of lo cents in Orange county . 
1 cer­ 
tainly hope that no apricot grower in 
Orange county will be foolish enough 
to sell for less than 8 cents. 
But if 
there is any such, he will find no dif­ 
ficulty in finding a score of buy ers to 
relieve him of his fruit in a hurry . 
Quotations in the 
California 
Fruit 
Grower for the 19 14 crop are such that 
the grower may lock for 
about 
10 
cents per lb. net. 
Undoubtedly the 
shortage in the prune crop is helping 
to raise the price of apricots. 
There is no doubt about there being 
a good apricot crop in our county and

in the state, but not a record crop. 
There is no doubt but 
w hat 
under 
such conditions in form er y ears, be­ 
fore the associations were in Ihe field, 
our grow ers would have fallen over 
each other to sell at 6 to 7 cents a 
pound. 
T hat they were able last y ear 
to realize 10 to 12 cents per lb., and 
th at they will be able this 
y ear 
to 
realize about 10 cents per lb. is due 
solely to the fact th at some of 
the 
grow ers have organized, and they are 
bringing inform ation to the growers, 
together with backbone. 
These organized growers are 
put­ 
ting all the unorganized grow ers un­ 
der moral obligation. 
W ill the latter 
respond? 
W ill they join the union of 
their class? 
Or will they continue to 
hold back in distrust and selfishness? 
I like the “F arm ers’ T rust.” 
The far­ 
mers that trust one another to do their 
business collectively , and no 
longer 
trust the speculators and gam blers to 
do their business for them. 
One of 
our local packers said last y ear, that 
there had been less speculation 
in 
apricots than there had been before. 
So it strikes me th at even our local 
buy ers are benefltted by the fact that 
speculative buy ers are ruled out, and 
the buy ing is limited to w hat may be 
called legitim ate business. 
The local 
buy er gets just as good a commission 
when the grow er is paid a good price 
as he does when the grower is paid a 
starvation price, and he does not cre­ 
ate ill feeling in the grower. 
The eastern buy ers are benefitted 
when the price is stable. Anc} as long 
as the price is fair 
and 
reasonable 
there is not the least difficulty in dis­ 
posing even of a bum per crop. 
The directors of the Orange County 
Dried F ruit Association have signed 
the incorporation papers of th e new 
organization, which will be known as 
the Orange County Cured F ruit As­ 
sociation, and the document is on its 
way to the Secretary of State. 1 think 
of this as signing the Declaration of 
Independence of the apricot growers, 
and it will carry with it as great a sig­ 
nificance as was the organization of 
our association four y ears ago. 
By the way , one of the real estate 
agents said to me the other day that 
for the last five y ears 
the 
apricot 
growers have received a good price for 
their fruit, and th at there is quite an 
appreciation in apricot orchard prop­ 
erty . 
Now, it is not five 
y ears, 
but 
only four y ears, since this has been 
; the case, and it dates back exactly to 
the y ear 19 10 when the associations 
in Orange county and V entura county 
were started. 
W hat the separate associations ac­ 
complished in a small way will be ac­ 
complished in a much larger way by 
the union of associations in the Ex­ 
change. 
A few weeks ago I told you 
there w ere twenty -two, today there are 
twenty -four, and before y ou read this 
there will he 
at 
least 
twenty -five. 
W hoever believes in associations m ust 
logically believe in the union of asso­ 
ciations such as we have in the Ex­ 
change. 
And it was therefore no sur­ 
prise to find how strongly the move­ 
m ent tow'ard reorganization and affili­ 
ation with the Exchange took hold of 
our mem bership. 
T he reorganization w as 
necessary 
only to conform to the state law ap­ 


ply ing to co-operative non-profit as­ 
sociations. 
All the associations 
be­ 
longing to the Exchange are organ­ 
ized under this law. 
Our Dried F ruit 
Association was organized under an 
earlier law, and this fact prevented 
our affiliation. 
This obstacle has now 
been overcome and we look forward 
to greater success. 
One of the im­ 
m ediate benefits of the Exchange is 
th at we are kept in constant 
touch 
with all other 
associations 
in 
the 
state, that we get quick and reliable 
inform ation 
about 
crop 
conditions 
elsewhere, that we are alw ay s prom pt­ 
ly informed concerning m arket condi­ 
tions, that we do not com pete against 
each other. 
It will be possible for the 
individual associations to cut down 
overhead expenses of m anagem ent, be­ 
cause of one central selling agency . 
Thus we can give to the grow er 
the 
benefit of economy . 
The Exchange 
will be able to come nearer the con­ 
sum er through the parcel post, as soon 
as this becomes feasible. 
An associa­ 
tion could not accomplish this cheap­ 
ly enough, because it will require ex­ 
pensive advertising, and the 
estab­ 
lishm ent of parcels post agents in the 
large cities, to whom fruit 
can 
be 
sent in carload lots to be distributed 
by parcel post in the first and second 
zones. 
Thus the consum er can and 
should be benefitted by the associa­ 
tions of producers. 
The idea has 
been 
advanced 
of 
sending a man east to sell our dried 
fruit direct to the consumer. The aim 
is good, but the thing w'on’t 
work. 
W hoever has tried canvassing or ped­ 
dling an honest 
article 
will 
say : 
“B ands off.” 
People will buy 
fake 
articles from a fakir, but honest goods 
from an honest peddler? 
That is dif­ 
ferent. 
Very few men make their salt 
at the business. 
So th at method of 
selling the dried fruit crop of Califor­ 
nia is out of the question. 
It would 
be a wasteful method a t best. 
The Exchange will handle so large 
a volume of business as will 
com­ 
mand a large influence in the 
busi­ 
ness world. 
This will enable it to 
get low interest rates on 
advances 
made to growers, and in a m easure 
will serve as a rural credit sy stem. 
It will command a w ider m arket, and 
will help in a better distribution 
of 
dried fruits and opening up of 
new 
m arkets. It will go a long way to help 
determ ine a price which shall be fair 
to the producer and move the crop 
with reasonable time, and 
then 
to 
steady this price. 
We may expect these helpful ten­ 
dencies to exert them selves more and 
more with the growth of the Exchange, 
and with the experience gained. 
The 
growers them selves are the directors 
of the Exchange, and they have 
the 
moulding of it in their own hands.

In my work, 
II have to carry through w hat is start- 
jed. Imagine getting a pupil into the 
j proper atm osphere of some strongly 
: emotional piece of acting and just at 
I the crisis, suddenly 
th e 
telephone 
j bell jingles. 
I can’t say , ‘Hold that 
pose and keep y our feelings just as 
they are for a few m inutes, please.’ 
It would not only ruin the scene, but 
would throw a dam per on the pupil 
w hether novice or professional, that 
couldn’t be rem edied. Then, too, 
a 
student of the dram a, one who really 
wants to make his living by acting, 
m ust learn early th at the work on 
the stage is real WORK. The hardest 
part of that w ork is regularity . You 
Know, any other business man, ex­ 
cepting a new spaper 
reporter 
(and 
few reporters are good business men) 
can get to his office a little late and 
speed up to m ake up for lost time. 
Not so with an actor. Im agine 
one 
rushing onto the stage even two min­ 
utes late after his cue had come, and 
.hurriedly say ing his lines fast enough 
to catch up w ith the others. 
“ Well, the point is th is: 
The dra­ 
matic student MUST learn punctual­ 
ity anu regularity in attendance. 
If 
he knows there is a telephone a t the 
studio he will be m ore likely to call 
up to say he w ill be a few m inutes 
late, or that he can’t get around to­ 
day and to ask th a t the lesson 
be 
liostponed. 
T h a t’s 
th e 
reason 
I 
wouldn’t have a telephone about the 
place. 
I’ve 
had 
experience. 
Tele­ 
phones are essential to alm ost every 
other line of work, but they are a 
big hindrance w ith teachers of dra­ 
matic art.”

pudgy little girl had no m other. H er 
lath er “let her out,-' it was discover­ 
ed, as scores of other 
parents 
did 
w ith their children, to a man, who in 
turn furnished a dozen children if 
wanted, to any woman or m an who 
had to answ er to a m inor charge, and 
who w anted to prevail on the sy mpa- 
tnies of the court through the chil­ 
dren, and had the money 
to 
hire 
them .
